But will the real 
United turn up for the rest of the 
season? They must use this as a 
starting platform. They do not 
have the quality of Chelsea, yet 


they proved in front of their 
under-pressure manager that they 
still have the desire. 

Chelsea’s defeat is, of course, 
what the game needed. The 
Blues can be beaten and they 
have lost in Manchester for the 
second successive season — last 
time City and now United. 

Just like in Seville on 
Wednesday night, they ended the 
game searching for breaks they 
were not creating for themselves. 

Gauge 

At one stage they were lining up 
to score, but you never got the 
feeling they would equalise. It 
always felt like United’s day. 

The victory takes the spotlight 
away from Ferguson and he 
insists Chelsea’s 10-point lead 
over them can be cut. 

When the Premiership returns 
after the international weekend it 
will be interesting to gauge the 
reaction of both sides. 

United have to step up again, 
while the champions need to get 
back to what they are good at. 

They have temporarily lost their 
rhythm and their killer instinct in 


front of goal. Add allegations that 
Hernan Crespo has fallen out with 
the manager, and a little crack 
might just be appearing. 

It is when thing go wrong that 
you earn your money and prove 
your reputation. There were plen- 
ty of cracks opening up under 
Fergie before yesterday. 

And he will be delighted with 
their response, a crunching Smith 
tackle on Asier del Horno setting 
the tone. This was not the United 
who had lost to Boro and Lille. 

Whether it was the country-wide 
debate over their decline or Keane 
sitting in the directors’ box, some- 
thing had stirred them. Their 
pride damaged, United gave man- 
ager Fergie and captain Keane 
what they wanted. 

True champions brush aside 
set backs like this. 

We wait for Chelsea’s reaction — 
after their first defeat in more 
than 40 league games. Yesterday 
we saw United answer some ques- 
tions, now it’s Chelsea’s turn.
